Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  new  clinic  premises  at  Skegness  have  been  completed 
and  are  now  in  use.  Tuberculosis  School  and  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Sessions  are  held  weekly.  Dental  and  Ortho¬ 
paedic  Clinics  are  held  as  required. 

At  the  Scunthorpe  and  Cleethorpes  Clinics  additional 
accommodation  has  been  provided  for  the  dental  service. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Sanitary  Inspection. 

The  call  made  on  officials  of  local  authorities  for  Civil 
Defence  services,  coupled  with  the  appreciable  number  of 
inspectors  and  assistants  called  to  the  colours  in  September, 
is  reflected  in  the  returns  for  the  year. 

Efforts  have  been  concentrated  on  clearing  up  outstanding 
items  and  maintaining  routine  activities  which,  up  to  the 
present,  have  been  regarded  as  essential.  It  is  noticeable 
that  in  those  districts  where  meat  and  food  inspection  has 
always  been  regarded  as  important  a  good  standard  has  been 
maintained,  in  the  others,  where  possible,  it  has  decreased. 

The  formation  of  camps  and  the  necessity  for  billeting 
troops  and  evacuees  has  focussed  attention  on  the  general 
sanitary  circumstances  in  the  rural  areas,  and  to  date  no 
serious  difficulties  have  arisen,  indeed,  it  is  pleasing  to  note 
the  manner  in  which  small  concentrations  of  people  have 
adapted  themselves  to  rural  circumstances.  In  camps,  under 
reasonable  and  enlightened  supervision,  rural  sanitation  has 
proved  to  be  quite  efficient  if  a  little  inconvenient. 

Housing. 

The  number  of  new  houses  erected  in  the  county  in  1939 
shows  no  decrease,  but  building  slackened  perceptibly  after 
the  outbreak  of  war,  this  will  be  reflected  in  the  figures  for 
1940.  The  schemes  of  local  authorities  will  be  completed 
in  most  cases,  but  no  new  schemes  will  be  embarked  upon, 
for  the  few  houses  deemed  essential  it  appears  that  the 
Housing  (Financial  Provision)  Act,  1938,  will  be  used. 

Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Acts. 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  administration 
of  the  Acts  in  only  four  of  the  rural  districts. 

Since  the  Acts  came  into  operation  the  County  Council 
has  made  grants  in  respect  of  214  houses  amounting  to  £15,885 
while  £4,725  has  been  promised  in  respect  of  a  further  42 
houses.  Loans  in  respect  of  7  houses  amounting  to  £1,050 
have  also  been  advanced. 

Rural  Water  Supplies. 

No  schemes  of  any  extent  have  been  embarked  upon  but 
extensions  to  existing  schemes  have  been  carried  out.  In¬ 
vestigations  into  the  water  supplies  of  camps  and  billets 
were  carried  out  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  and  it 
was  found  that  several  sources  previously  regarded  as  safe 
were  quite  the  reverse,  while  others  viewed  with  suspicion 
showed  no  evidence  of  pollution  ;  for  some  time  the  county 
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laboratory  was  working  at  high  pressure  as  a  result  of  the 
investigations. 

Glanford  Brigg  Rural  District. 

The  eastern  area  has  not  yet  obtained  the  benefit  of  a 
piped  supply,  but  an  extension  of  the  existing  scheme  to  five 
more  parishes  in  the  western  area  was  commenced.  The  sink¬ 
ing  of  another  bore  by  the  North  Lindsey  Water  Board  has 
been  found  necessary. 

Caistor  Rural  District. 

No  extensions  of  any  note  have  been  made  to  the  Regional 
scheme  which  continues  to  function  very  well. 

Gainsborough  Rural  District. 

The  scheme  for  this  area  in  still  not  completed. 

Grimsby  Rural  District. 

The  Grimsby  Corporation  and  the  Healing  scheme  remain 
the  source  of  piped  water  supply,  and  additional  premises 
continue  to  be  connected. 

Horncastle  Rural  District. 

During  the  summer  months  there  is  a  shortage  of  water 
in  many  parts  of  this  area  and  there  appears  little  prospect 
of  any  improvement. 

Isle  of  Axholme  Rural  District. 

During  the  year  some  samples  of  the  piped  supply  was 
below  the  standard  expected ;  regular  flushing  of  mains  and 
dead  ends  improved  the  standard. 

Louth  Rural  District. 

The  Manby  and  Binbrook  schemes  are  being  fully  utilised 
and  there  is  no  marked  shortage  in  other  parts  of  the  area. 

Spilsby  Rural  District. 

Both  the  Coastal  Parishes  and  Fen  schemes  are  in  full 
progress  now;  in  the  latter  scheme  over  1,100  properties 
were  connected  during  the  year.  Samples  from  the  Wain- 
fleet  scheme  show  that  no  improvement  in  purification  has 
been  effected,  in  fact  a  very  low  standard  of  purity  has  been 
maintained. 

Welton  Rural  District. 

The  supply  to  the  Regional  scheme  continues  to  be  of  a 
good  standard  both  chemically  and  bacteriologically,  but  no 
steps  have  yet  been  taken  to  deal  with  the  hardness.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

No  major  schemes  have  been  embarked  upon  during  the 
year,  in  fact  it  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  officials, 
amid  the  welter  of  other  duties  thrust  upon  them,  have 
managed  to  complete  existing  schemes  and  keep  them 
functioning  in  a  normal  manner. 

The  completion  of  the  new  works  at  Alford  should  result 
in  an  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  Wold  Grift  into 
which  the  effluent  flows  and  the  Market  Rasen  and  Middle 
Rasen  scheme  is  at  last  near  completion.  After  so  many 
years  of  discussions  and  reports  it  is  hard  to  realise  that 
these  two  matters  should,  in  the  future,  give  rise  to  no  adverse 
comment. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order. 

The  veterinary  inspection  of  cattle  is  carried  out  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  There  are  3,111 
registered  milk  producers  in  the  County  and  approximately 
21,436  milch  cows. 

Tuberculosis  Order,  1938. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  under  this  Order 
during  the  year  was  428,  of  which  416  were  reported  by 
owners  or  found  during  routine  clinical  examinations,  and 
12  were  traced  following  the  detection  of  tubercle  bacilli 
in  milk  samples. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  nine  T.T.  licences  were  in  force, 
three  of  these  producers  were  also  bottling,  two  other  appli¬ 
cations  remain  pending  the  certificate  of  testing. 

There  were  181  accredited  producers  licenced  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  but  in  three  cases  renewal  of  licences  was  refused 
on  account  of  failure  to  maintain  the  necessary  bacterio¬ 
logical  standard.  On  the  whole  a  general  improvement  in 
methods  as  reflected  by  samples  has  been  noticed  despite 
the  fact  that  supervision  by  means  of  surprise  visits  has  not 
been  so  frequent. 

Provision  of  Milk  in  Elementary  Schools. 

The  number  of  schools  participating  in  the  scheme  was 
139,  and  the  number  of  children  on  the  milk  roll  at  the  end 
of  the  year  11,415. 

Of  the  schools  at  which  free  milk  was  available  “  T.T.  ” 
was  being  provided  at  4,  pasteurised  at  61,  accredited  at  43, 
and  non-designated  at  31.  During  the  year  approval  was 
refused  in  respect  of  two  sources  of  supply  where  the  quality 
of  the  milk  did  not  reach  the  “  Accredited  ”  standard.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Notification. 

There  were  1,335  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  in 
1939,  as  compared  with  1,456  in  the  previous  year.  The 
table  given  below  shows  the  diseases  notified  and  the  dis¬ 
tricts  in  which  they  occurred. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  diphtheria  notified  in  both  Urban  and  Rural  areas, 
443  cases  having  been  notified  as  compared  with  280  last 
year.  The  largest  number  of  cases  occurred  in  the  Borough 
of  Louth  where  there  were  102  notifications.  There  were  8 
cases  of  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  reported,  which  is  6  more 
than  in  the  preceding  year. 

None  of  the  other  notifiable  diseases  showed  an  increased 
incidence.  In  respect  of  most  of  them  there  has  been  a  con¬ 
siderable  reduction.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  only  26  cases 
of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  were  notified  as  against  40  in 
1938.

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Hospital  Accommodation  for  Infectious  Diseases. 

Attention  has  been  called  in  previous  reports  to  the  in¬ 
adequacy  of  the  bed  accommodation  for  infectious  cases  in 
the  County.  The  scheme  for  its  provision  made  under  the 
Local  Government  Act,  1929,  is  still  not  complete,  and  the 
position  has  become  still  less  satisfactory  from  the  fact  that 
further  accommodation  is  necessary  to  meet  an  increased 
demand  arising  as  the  result  of  war  conditions. 

The  particulars  relating  to  cases  for  which  the  County 
Council  provided  hospital  accommodation  during  the  year 
are  as  follows  : —

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PUBLIC  VACCINATION. 

The  administrative  county  for  vaccination  purposes  is 
divided  into  62  districts  in  which  are  employed  51  Public 
Vaccinators.  Public  Vaccinators  have  also  been  appointed 
for  the  Council’s  three  Public  Assistance  Institutions  and 
for  the  Children’s  Homes  at  Horncastle. 

The  returns  which  follow  show  that  of  4,127  children  born 
in  1938,  445  or  10-8%  were  recorded  as  having  been  success¬ 
fully  vaccinated. 

Certificates  of  conscientious  objection  to  vaccination  were 
submitted  by  parents  in  respect  of  3,289,  which  figure  repre¬ 
sents  79-7%  of  the  total  births.

On  account  of  the  outbreak  of  war  the  Ministry  of 
Health  instructed  Local  Authorities  to  limit  the  returns  of 
their  work  to  the  last  3  months  of  the  year.  Consequently, 
it  is  not  possible  to  give  the  usual  full  return  of  the  year’s 
work. 

Despite  the  war  the  work  of  the  dispensaries  was  carried 
on  in  the  usual  manner,  and  temporary  Medical  Officers  were 
obtained  to  take  the  place  of  those  officers  who  left  to  go  on 
active  service  or  for  other  causes.  Compared  with  the 
Tuberculosis  Officers  who  officiated  at  the  dispensaries  in 

1938,  there  were  three  changes  during  the  last  quarter  of 

1939.  Dr.  G.  A.  W.  Neill  was  called  up  on  the  outbreak  of 
war — his  dispensary  at  Horncastle  was  taken  overby  Lt.-Col. 
F.  Harvey,  R.A.M.C.  (Ret.),  who  was  also  acting  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  three  districts  of  HorrxatL  and 
Woodhall  Spa  Urban,  Horncastle  Rural.  The  Lincoln  dis¬ 
pensary  was  taken  over  by  Dr.  D.  H.  Williams,  the  Resident 
Medical  Officer  at  Branston  Hall  Sanatorium.  In  view 
of  Dr.  Kerrigan’s  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  the  Borough  of  Louth  and  Mablethorpe  and 
Sutton  Urban  District  Councils,  his  area  was  reduced  in 
size  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  C.  V.  Faith  to  the  Spilsby 
area.  Finally,  Dr.  Tyrell’s  place  was  taken  temporarily 
by  Dr.  R.  J.  R.  Mecredy.

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Contact  Examination. 

It  is  not  possible  to  give  the  number  of  contacts  examined 
during  the  year,  but  this  work  was  carried  on  as  in  other 
years.  As  was  written  in  last  year’s  report,  the  greatest 
benefit  cannot  be  obtained  from  the  Tuberculosis  Scheme 
until  all  contacts  are  examined  radiologically.  Physical 
examination  of  contacts  alone  is  insufficient  and  only  by 
radiology  can  the  presence  or  absence  of  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis  be  definitely  assured. 

During  the  year  461  contacts  were  examined  and  of  this 
number  13  (or  2-8  per  cent.)  were  found  to  be  definitely 
Tuberculous.  In  11  instances  a  definite  diagnosis  was  not 
come  to  and  the  remaining  437  cases  were  found  to  be  Non- 
Tuberculous. 

The  number  of  contacts  examined  in  1939  was  the  highess 
since  1933.  As  this  part  of  a  Tuberculosis  Officer’s  work  it 
of  paramount  importance  in  discovering  not  only  the  source 
of  infection  but  also  in  discovering  the  early  case  this  increase 
is  satisfactory.  Not  until  an  X-ray  examination  of  all 
contacts  is  systematically  carried  out  can  the  fullest  benefit  be 
derived  from  the  Tuberculosis  scheme. 

Ancillary  Services. 

1.  Dental  Treatment. 

The  Tuberculosis  Officers  can  refer  those  cases  requiring 
Dental  Treatment  to  one  of  the  Council’s  Dental  Surgeons. 
During  the  year  55  cases  received  Dental  Treatment. 

Artificial  Dentures  were  supplied  to  12  patients  during  the 
year. 

2.  Ortho padic  Treatment. 

Cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  are  referred  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Officers  to  the  Orthopaedic  Clinics.  During  the 
year  37  cases  were  seen  and  treated  at  these  clinics,  the 
number  being  divided  up  as  follows  : —

Examination  of  Sputum. 

All  specimens  of  sputum  are  examined  in  the  County 
Laboratory  which  is  situated  in  the  County  Offices,  Newland, 
Lincoln.  During  the  year  821  specimens  were  examined, 
of  which  243,  or  29*59  per  cent,  were  positive. 
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Facilities  are  also  available  for  the  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion  of  Pleural  fluid. 

Shelters. 

The  County  Council  possesses  91  shelters  which  they  loan 
out  to  suitable  cases.  During  the  year  88  of  these  were  in 
use.  The  Tuberculosis  Nurse  visits  these  cases  regularly  to 
see  that  full  advantage  is  taken  of  this  provision. 

Extra  Nourishment. 

Extra  nourishment  in  the  form  of  milk  and  eggs  is  provided 
to  necessitous  patients  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Officers.  During  the  year  this  was  supplied  over  an 
average  period  of  4|  months.  The  Voluntary  Care  Com¬ 
mittees  also  supply  extra  nourishment  to  selected  cases  in 
Cleethorpes  and  Scunthorpe.  It  is  also  supplied  in  Gains¬ 
borough  through  the  Bacon  Trust  Fund. 

X-Ray  Examinations. 

These  are  carried  out  at  different  centres  in  the  County  ;

Appointments  for  X-ray  examination  are  arranged  through 
the  County  Health  Department  at  Lincoln,  and  medical 
practitioners  desirous  of  having  a  patient  X-rayed  should 
communicate  direct  with  the  local  Tuberculosis  Officer. 
X-ray  examinations  for  diagnostic  purposes  are  now  carried 
out  free  of  charge  to  the  patient. 

During  the  year  1939,  563  X-ray  examinations  were 
carried  out  ;  this  is  an  increase  of  seven  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  No  doubt  the  increase  would  have  been 
greater  but  for  a  slight  dislocation  of  work,  which  only 
lasted  for  a  short  time,  owing  to  the  outbreak  of  war.

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As  I  stated  in  my  Annual  Report  of  last  year,  the  expense 
incurred  by  the  increase  in  the  number  of  X-rays  must  be 
regarded  as  an  investment  and  not  as  a  liability.  For 
earlier  diagnosis  is  possible  with  consequently  a  shorter 
period  of  treatment,  a  greater  chance  of  restoration  to  health 
and  returning  to  the  general  community  as  an  asset  rather 
than  a  liability. 

Residential  Treatment. 

The  institutional  accommodation  for  the  treatment  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  provided  by  the  Council  is  set  out 
on  page  48.  Early  male  cases  are  also  sent  to  the  Scartho, 
Ipswich  and  Kelling  Sanatoria. 

The  County  Council  has  no  institution  for  the  treatment  of 
cases  of  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  the  majority  of  which 
are  sent  to  Harlow  Wood  Orthopaedic  and  Gringley-on-the 
Hill  Hospitals.  Patients  are,  however,  sent  to  other  insti¬ 
tutions  as  and  when  necessary.

The  cases  were  mostly  of  the  usual  advanced  type  for 
which  any  type  of  active  treatment  was  considered  useless. 
Gold  salts  therapy  was  used  in  6  cases  and  one  Phrenic 
Evulsion  was  done. 

The  smaller  number  of  deaths  during  the  year,  compared 
with  other  years,  indicated  simply  that  more  requests  were 
made  for  discharge  of  patients  before  death  took  place. 

Out  of  the  total  discharged  only  three  cases  were  regarded 
as  quiescent  and  two  cases  admitted  for  observation  were 
discharged  as  Non-Tuberculous. 

Eighteen  of  the  admissions  (26)  were  female  cases. 

As  this  hospital  is  used  primarily  for  advanced  cases  it 
follows  necessarily  that  the  results,  as  judged  by  the  number 
of  deaths,  are  not  encouraging,  but  as  its  main  function  is  to 
direct  symptomatic  treatment  towards  alleviating  the  pain 
and  suffering  of  the  final  condition,  it  more  than  fulfils  its 
purpose.

After-care  Committees. 

There  are  three  After-care  Committees  in  the  County  and 
these  are  situated  at  Cleethorpes,  Gainsborough  and  Scun¬ 
thorpe,  to  each  of  which  the  County  Council  makes  a  grant 
of  £10  per  annum.  The  object  of  these  Committees  is  to 
look  after  patients  who  have  been  discharged  from  sanatoria, 
providing  them,  where  necessary,  with  additional  food  in 
the  form  of  milk  and  eggs.  Furthermore,  they  endeavour 
to  find  suitable  employment  for  cases  who  are  suitable  for 
employment. 

In  addition,  at  Cleethorpes,  there  is  an  After-care  Work 
Centre  to  which  suitable  cases  are  admitted  and  where  they 
do  various  types  of  work.  The  County  Council  makes  a 
grant  to  this  Centre  of  £50  per  annum.

Institutional  Treatment. 

Beds  are  available  at  the  County  Infirmary,  Louth,  for 
venereal  disease  cases  requiring  institutional  treatment. 
Seven  patients  were  admitted  during  the  year. 
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CANCER. 

Particulars  relating  to  deaths  from  Cancer  in  the  Admin¬ 
istrative  County,  are  given  on  pages  14,  15  and  16.  It  will  be 
noted  that  the  number  of  deaths  certified  as  due  to  this 
disease  was  461,  which  is  an  increase  of  26  on  the  previous 
year’s  figure,  and  giving  a  death  rate  of  16*61  as  compared 
with  15*98  for  1938. 

The  treatment  of  patients  suffering  from  Cancer  by  the 
County  Council  does  not  extend  at  present  beyond  those 
patients  coming  within  the  machinery  for  the  treatment  of 
necessitous  persons.  Most  cases  under  this  heading  requir¬ 
ing  institutional  treatment  are  admitted  to  the  Council’s 
Hospitals  at  Louth  and  Brigg.  During  the  year  45  were 
admitted  to  the  former,  and  9  to  the  latter  institution.  In 
addition,  the  Authority  arranged  for  the  treatment  of  3 
cases  in  voluntary  and  other  hospitals  outside  the  County. 

Under  the  Cancer  Act,  1939,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  County 
Council  to  make  arrangements  to  secure  adequate  facilities 
for  the  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  Cancer.  Pro¬ 
posals  of  the  setting  up  a  joint  scheme  to  cover  the  geo¬ 
graphical  County  is  still  under  consideration. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 
Midwifery. 

The  scheme  made  under  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  details 
of  which  were  given  in  the  1937  report,  has  continued  to  work 
satisfactorily,  although  some  difficulty  has  been  experienced 
at  times  in  finding  suitable  nurses  to  act  as  reliefs  for  mid¬ 
wives  on  holiday  or  absent  through  illness. 

The  number  of  domiciliary  midwives  residing  and  practis¬ 
ing  in  the  County  is  140,  of  which  4  are  employed  by  the 
County  Council,  and  106  by  District  Nursing  Associations, 
while  30  are  in  private  practice.  An  additional  62  midwives 
are  employed  in  institutions,  50  by  the  County  Council  and 
12  privately.  During  the  year  midwives,  either  alone  or 
under  the  supervision  of  a  doctor,  attended  3,045  cases  in 
their  own  homes,  which  is  75  more  than  in  the  previous 
year. 

The  number  of  cases  attended  by  midwives  in  institutions 
was  1,222,  as  compared  with  1,152  in  1938. 

The  total  number  of  confinements  which  were  conducted 
by  midwives  was  2,440,  while  in  1,827  cases  they  were  present 
as  maternity  nurses  under  medical  supervision.

A  Domiciliary  Consultant  Service  is  available  throughout 
the  County.  During  the  year  26  patients,  at  the  request  of 
the  patient’s  doctor,  were  attended  in  their  own  homes  by 
consultants. 

Home  Helps. 

A  register  of  women  who  are  willing  to  act  as  Home  Helps 
is  kept  at  the  Council  Offices.  Seventeen  applications  for 
home  helps  were  received  during  the  year,  and  in  each  case 
a  suitable  woman  was  provided  to  carry  out  the  required 
duties. 

Registration  of  Nursing  Homes  (Public  Health  Act, 
1936). 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  5  homes  in  the  County 
registered  under  the  above  mentioned  Act,  providing  accom¬ 
modation  for  7  maternity  and  38  other  cases. 

Maternity  Home  Accommodation. 

Forty-nine  beds,  exclusive  of  isolation  accommodation, 
are  provided  by  the  County  Council  for  maternity  cases  as 
follows  : — Scunthorpe  Maternity  Home  24,  Cleethorpes 
Maternity  Home  16,  and  Gainsborough  Maternity  Home  9.

CHILD  WELFARE. 


Notification  of  Births. 

The  number  of  births  notified  in  1939  was  4,275,  of  which 
4,130  were  live  births,  and  145  still  births.  Those  notified 
by  midwives  numbered  2,440,  and  by  doctors  or  parents 
1,835.  Birth  notifications  received  are  referred  to  the 
health  visitors  who  visit  each  case  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  doctor  or  midwife  has  ceased  to  attend. 

The  total  visits  to  infants  under  1  year  of  age  was  38,087, 
and  the  number  of  children  between  the  ages  of  1  and  5  years, 
32,080.

Extra  Nourishment. 

The  amount  of  dried  milk  supplied  to  expectant  or  nursing 
mothers  and  to  children  under  the  age  of  5  years  amounted 
to  99,480  lb.  In  addition,  1,904  gallons  of  fresh  milk  were 
provided  to  expectant  mothers  at  the  request  of  the  doctor 
in  attendance. 

The  cost  of  providing  extra  nourishment  for  the  year  ended 
31st  March,  1939,  was  £7,073,  of  which  sum  £4,554  was 
recovered. 

Dental  Treatment. 

Dental  treatment  under  the  Council’s  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Scheme  is  confined  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
and  children  under  5  years  of  age.  It  is  only  provided  on  the 
recommendation  of  a  medical  officer.  The  following  is  a 
summary  of  the  work  for  the  year  : —

Boarded-out  Children. 

The  Council’s  Health  Visitors  supervise  children  boarded 
out  by  the  Public  Assistance  Committee.  Foster  parents 
are  visited  monthly  and  reports  submitted.  During  the  year 
56  children  were  under  supervision.  The  total  number  of 
visits  made  to  these  by  the  Council’s  Nurses  was  785. 

Infant  Life  Protection. 

The  Health  Visitors  also  undertake  the  inspection  and 
supervision  of  children  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 
Sixty-five  were  under  supervision,  as  compared  with  81  in 
the  previous  year.  Health  Visitors  made  760  visits  of  in¬ 
spection  to  these  children  during  1939.  Three  instances 
were  reported  where  the  conditions  were  not  satisfactory. 
In  respect  of  two  of  these  the  parents  on  the  advice  of  the 
Local  Authority  removed  the  children  to  their  own  homes. 
The  third  child  was  transferred  to  the  Children’s  Homes  at 
Horncastle.  In  the  cases  of  8  children  the  foster  parents 
were  warned  for  minor  breaches  of  the  Regulations. 
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ORTHOPAEDICS. 

The  arrangements  for  the  ascertainment  and  treatment  of 
crippling  defects  remain  as  described  in  previous  reports. 

During  1939  the  orthopaedic  surgeon  held  73  sessions,  at 
which  there  were  1,168  attendances.  The  clinics  held  by 
the  nurses  for  the  purposes  of  carrying  out  the  prescribed 
treatment  numbered  757,  the  attendances  made  by  patients 
under  treatment  being  3,877. 

Visits  made  by  the  orthopaedic  nurses  to  the  homes  of 
patients  numbered  272. 

The  number  of  patients  of  all  classes  attending  at  the 
clinics  for  advice  or  treatment  was  541,  and  the  number 
receiving  institutional  treatment  during  the  year  97. 

The  number  of  patients  provided  with  special  appliances 
was  126.

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GENERAL  HOSPITAL  TREATMENT. 

The  County  Council  has  two  general  hospitals,  viz.  :  the 
County  Inhrmary,  Louth,  with  a  normal  capacity  of  202 
beds,  and  the  County  Inhrmary,  Brigg,  with  83  beds.  Both 
are  administered  through  the  Public  Health  Committee. 
Under  the  Government’s  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme  they 
are  both  classified  as  1a  institutions,  and  in  this  connection 
the  number  of  beds  at  each  institution  has  been  considerably 
augmented. 

The  County  Inhrmary,  Louth,  is  now  approved  by  the 
General  Nursing  Council  as  a  training  school  for  nurses. 

It  is  not  proposed  to  include  in  this  report  any  detailed 
statistics  of  the  work  of  these  institutions  during  the  year. 
Owing  to  certain  changes  in  the  returns  now  required 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  these  are  not  readily  available. 

The  following  hgures  taken  from  the  monthly  reports 
made  by  the  Medical  Superintendents  to  the  Hospital  Manage¬ 
ment  Committees  show  the  admissions  and  discharges  for

BLIND  PERSONS  ACT,  1920. 

The  number  of  blind  persons  in  the  Administrative  County 
as  shown  by  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  is  446,  which 
is  an  increase  of  20  on  the  previous  year’s  figure. 

Relief  for  necessitous  blind  persons  and  their  dependants 
is  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Committee  through  the 
Blind  Welfare  Sub-Committee.  At  the  end  of  the  year  246 
cases  were  being  provided  for  in  this  way.  The  amount 
expended  in  relief  for  the  year  was  £5,323. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  is  also  responsible  for  the 
provision  of  domiciliary  medical  treatment  in  necessitous 
cases.  The  number  of  patients  for  whom  treatment  was 
provided  for  was  109  as  compared  with  38  in  1938. 

Specialist  and  hospital  treatment  is  also  available  when 
necessary.  Forty-three  cases  were  referred  to  the  opthalmic 
Surgeons  and  1 1  were  admitted  to  hospitals  for  opthalmic 
treatment. 

Seventeen  blind  persons  were  treated  by  the  Council’s 
dental  surgeon  during  the  year,  15  of  which  were  provided 
with  dentures. 

Twenty  patients  were  referred  to  the  opthalmic  surgeons 
under  the  prevention  of  blindness  scheme,  16  by  the  Council’s 
medical  staff  and  4  by  private  medical  practitioners.  Of 
these  two  required  hospital  treatment,  while  9  were  treated 
by  the  opthalmic  surgeons  at  the  clinics.

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MENTAL  DEFICIENCY  ACTS,  1913-1927. 
Ascertainment. 

The  number  of  new  cases  ascertained  and  whose  names 
were  placed  on  the  register  of  defectives  during  the  year  was 
71,  including  14  cases  notified  by  the  Education  Authority. 

Removal  from  the  Register. 

Forty- three  names  have  been  removed  from  the  register 
during  1939.  This  number  includes  the  names  of  5  cases 
discharged  as  no  longer  requiring  supervision,  10  who  had  left 
the  County  and  20  who  had  died  during  the  year. 

State  of  Register  on  31st  December,  1939. 

The  ascertained  defectives  in  the  County  at  the  end  of  the 
year  numbered  923,  as  compared  with  895  at  the  end  of  the 
previous  year. 

Guardianship. 

There  are  at  present  20  defectives  under  this  form  of 
control.  Sixteen  of  these  are  in  the  care  of  parents  or  rela¬ 
tives.  Of  the  remainder,  two  are  in  private  homes,  one  is 
with  Sacred  Heart  Convent,  Dagenham,  and  one  under  the 
care  of  the  Brighton  Guardianship  Society. 

Supervision. 

Routine  home  visits  to  defectives  are  made  quarterly  by 
the  Council’s  Health  Visitors.  Special  visits  are  made  as 
required.  The  Health  Visitors  report  at  each  visit  on  the 
home  conditions  and  on  any  matters  relating  to  the  welfare 
of  the  defective. 

Occupation  Centre. 

The  Scunthorpe  Occupation  Centre  was  closed  during  the 
year. 

Institutional  Care. 

The  number  of  defectives  under  institutional  care  or 
control  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  336.  The  majority  of 
these,  317,  were  in  the  care  of  institutions  under  the  Control 
of  the  Lincolnshire  Joint  Board  for  the  mentally  defective. 

MENTAL  TREATMENT  ACT,  1930. 

During  the  year  six  patients  were  referred  to  the  Mental 
Treatment  Act  Clinics  at  Grimsby  and  Lincoln.  Twenty- 
nine  patients  received  treatment  under  this  Act  in  Mental 
Hospitals,  all  of  whom  were  admitted  as  voluntary  cases,
